A CONSTITUTION GRANTED. 

London vii Bombay, July 25. 

Reuter’s correspondent in Con- 
stantinople states that an Imperial 
Iradé has been issued providing for 
the assembling of a Chamber of 
Deputies and ordering the holding 
of elections. ‘There are great re- 
joicings at Salonika and other 
centres where the Constitution has 
been proclaimed. 

Prior to the issue of the Iradé 
the insurgents occupied Monastir 
and kidnapped Osman Feiti 
(?

‘The garrison 
fraternized with the insurgents. 

Fresh outbreaks are reported in 
all directions. The Young Tarks 
are winning the confidence and 
support of the Christian population. 

‘A telegram has reached Belgrade 
from Uakub to the effect that the 
entire garrison has matinied and 
that Albanians from the surround- 
ing country are marching upon 
Uskub, presumably to join in the 
revolt.—Reuter. 


GENERAL REJOICINGS. 

London vid Bombay, July 27. 

Crowds have marched in proces- 
sion through Constantinople to the 
Ministries acclaiming the Constito- 
tion and cheering the Sultan. The 
Press has sent to Abdal Hamid « 
special telegram of thanks.

TYPHOON 
AT HONGKONG. 


SERIOUS DAMAGE AND 
LOSS OF LIFE. 
Hongkong, July 28. 

A typhoon of greater force than 
that which wrought sach havoc in 
September, 1906, pussed over 
Hongkong last night, beginning at 
midnight and lasting four hours. 
On this occasion, however, ample 
warning bad been given. 

Seven steamers dragged their 
moorings and went ashore ; among 
them were the P.M.S. Persi 
L-C.8. Laisang, Pocahontas and 
Aeolus. Most of them have been 
towed off to-day. 

The Cunton river steamer Ying- 
king foundered, and it is believed 
that over 300 people on board 
perished. A Castoms craiser res- 
cued twelve survivors from Pillar 
Tsland. 

It is estimated that 2,000 people 
in all have been drowned in the 
waters of the Colony. 

Many lighters foundered. 

‘The damage wrought ashore is 
considerable. The most notable 
case was the collapse of the roof at 
the eastern end of King’s Build- 
ing, which crashed through three 
floors and wrecked the offices of 
Messrs. Jebsen & Company, Messrs.

TURKEY. 

July 27. 

Ir is clear from the telegrai 
which appear in this issue that the 
situation in Tarkey must have 
taken even a more serious turn 
than was to be gathered from the 
reports hitherto published. The 
promise of a Constitation must be 
regarded as the Sultan’s last resort 
to meet a combination of forces 
that is growing too strong for him, 
and it is significant that the Iradé 
embodying this concession should 
only be issued simultaneously with 
the news of striking successes on 
the part of the insurgents. As far 
as can be judged, the whole! 
country west of the River Vardar 
is now in open revolt against the 
Sultan’s vale. It comprises the 
storm-centre of Abdol Hamid’s 
dominions, Albania, over which he 
has always been obliged to content 
himself with just as much or as 
little sovereignty as was acceptable 
at the moment to the bellicose 
inhabitants. ‘The present exoesses 
of the Albanians, however, surpass 
all previous achievements ; and if 
it be true that they are masters of| 
Uskub as well as of Monastir, 
there is, possibly, good reason for 
the alarm bossa felt in Yildiz Kiosk. 
Hitherto the ambition of the 
‘Albanians has been to be supreme 
in their own territory, and their 
immediate requirements have bean 
met by the withdrawal of a too 
energetic Vali, the murder of 
Turkish tax-collectors or gracefal 
concessions on the part of the! 
Sultan to their spirit of indeper- 
dence. There has been talk of 
proclaiming an Albanian republic ; 
but such segrensivencss as the 
people have shown has for the 
most part been confined to within 
their own borders. To-day they 
would seem to be acting on 
President Roosevelt’s dictum that 
a defensive policy is worthless 
and to have determined to promate

that was asked of him. A 
parliamentary system of government 
was introdu with the same 
nomenclature for the legislative 
body, the Chamber of Deputies, 
that figures in the recent Iradé, 
while liberty of the Press and of 
practically everything else was 
freely promised. Not many months 
elapsed before the Turkish Chamber 
of Deputies was a thing of the 
past, and the Sultan was converted 
with significant slacrity from a 
constitutions] monarch to the 
autocrat, who has proved as 
independent of European advice 
as of popular opinion in his own 
country. The spirit of the 
which is finding expression in 
Russia, Porsia and China may 
introduce an clement into the 
present situation that was unknown 
in 1877 and give permanency to 
the new system of government. 
On the other hand the same caupe 
that led to the abolition of the 
first Chamber of Deputies, friction 
between the official and popular 
sections of the assembly, will te 
even more pronounced and it 
require more patience with public 
liberty than the Sultan has hitherto 
shown to enable him to tolerate the 
criticism of Imperialand Ministerial 
acts that will be the first -busingss 
of a Parliament. 
Perbaps the 
symptom in connexion with 
promised régime is the appointment 
as Grand Vizier of Said Pasha, 
‘whose name has already been con- 
nected with many ofthe more regret 
table featares of the Sultan’s reign. 
Tt was as Secretary to Abdul Hamid 
that he first came into prominence 
by being the active instrament in 
the suppression of the short-lived 
spirit of Liberalism with which the 
present reign was inaugurated. 
Sabsequently as Grand Vizier on 
three occasions has been 
regarded, rightly or wrongly, aa 
‘the evil genius that has effectually 
prevented any permanent improve- 
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nt in Turkey’s foreign relations. 
His second tenure of office 
witnessed the first of the series 
of Armenian massacres, which 
destroyed for ever any chances 
that the Sultan may have had of 
recognition on equal terms with 
the sovereigns of Christian Europe. 
He possesses, however, the con- 
fidence of the Albanians, and his 
appointment at this moment must 
be regarded as s concession to 
these troublesome subjects of Abdul 
Hamid. That influence will be 
used to placate foreign Governments 
and to further reform in Mace- 
donia is not to be expected. At one 
time, feariny that he had incarred 
the Imperial displeasure, he took 
in the British ‘Embassy, 
and did not leave until the 
Sultan sent a written assurance to 
the Ambassadors that his life and 
liberty would be respected. The 
episode is not known to have 
affected his inherent hostility to 
foreigners, and probably this trait, 
coupled with his adroitness, has 
proved « strong recommendation in 
is favour in” the eyes of the 
Sultan, His appointment and the 
whole situution is fraught with 
absorbing interest. Once more 
fortune hes smiled upon Abdul 
Hamid, who, finding himself at last 
powerless to resist the joint 
representations of Great Britain 
and Russia for reform in Mace- 
donia, has secured the necessary 
but unexpected respite in the 
internal dissensions of his Empire. 








THE QUEBEC 
TERCENTENARY, 


July 28. 


Ir would have been difficult 
indeed for our forefathers of a 


Il) century ago to have believed that 


on the three-hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of Quebec naval 
detachments from France, Great 
Britain and the United States would 
be reviewed on the Plains of Abra- 
ham by a British Prince. No city 
in the New World has had a more 


the| thrilling history than Quebec ; no 


place has been the scene of more 
desperate combats between French 
and British arms. Of all these 
contests that which led to the 
capture of the city, on the Heights 
of Abraham, is best known. ‘There 
is not a British school-boy whose 
heart has not been thrilled by 
Wolfe's almost prophetic repetition 
of Gray’s immortal lines whilst 
dropping down the St. Lawrence 
‘on what proved, indeed, to him to 





be the “path of glory.” Nor can 
there be many British boys to whom 
the name of Montcalm is not as 
familiar, It) is safa_to say that no 
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French leader, save, perhaps, the 
Maid of Orleans, is held in greater 
regard by the boys and girls of 
Great Britain. The capture of 
Quebec, fatal as it was to Wolfe 
and Montcalm, brought equal glory 
to both their names. Those names 
are inscribed on a single monument 
at Quebec, and they are inseparably 
linked in the memories of the 
French and English nations. In- 
deed, we believe that it is this 
generous respect for two gallant 
men that has robbed the celebration: 
of any suspicion of international 
jealousy, and has made it possible 
for representatives of both countries 
to take part, whole-heartedly, in 
the Tercentenary of the founding 
of Quebec. The presence of an 
American naval detachment and of 
the Vice-President of the United 
States is no less striking a testi- 
mony to the extinction of ancient 
rivalries in the wider interests of 
the world’s peace. 

The celebration of the founding 
of Quebec is a French anniversary, 
for it was Samuel Champlain, « 
great Frenchman, who founded the 
city on the site of a small Indian 
village in 1608. Thither he was 
followed by a band of Jesuit 
missionaries, thirsting to win sons 
to their Church and their King 
among the neighbouring Indians. 
Very soon the early British settlers 
realized that the possession of 
Quebec was the key of Canada, 
and in 1627 a party of adventurers 
captured it, and informed King 
Charles that they could hold it 
against 100 ships and 10,000 men, 
if he so willed. In 1632, however, 
the King, tempted by a ransom 
of £50,000, restored the city to 
France, in whose ion it 
remained until 1759. France sent 
able leaders to Canada, and 
jealousies among the British 
Colonies prevented any effective 
opposition to their plans. In 
1690 the colonists were more or 
less brought to their senses by the 
operations of Count Frontenac, and 
a grand attack, which was a 
complete failure, was made on 
Quebec from land and sea, An- 
other fruitless expedition left 
England for the St. Lawrence in 
1711, and though other attempts 
to capture the city were contem- 
plated, it was not until 1759 that 
‘Wolfe was sent out with instructions 
from Pitt and the King to “attack 
and reduce Quebec.” Although 
only 33 years of ago at the time, 
Wolfe had had a distinguished 
military career, and associated with 
him in the enterprise were 
several men afterwards known to 
history, among whom may be 
mentioned James Cook, the cireum- 
navigator, and Captain John Jervis 





(better known as Lord St. Vincent). 
Wolfe had at his disposal a force 
of about 9,000 men, with which he 
arrived off Quebec on June 6, 1759. 
Several months were occupied in 
bombardments of and attacks upon 
the city, all without result, but on 
the night between September 12 
and 13 Wolfe, with a force of 
4,829 of all ranks, landed at the 
Anse-au-Foulon, and successfally 
took his army up to the heights 
above. Montcalm awoke to see a 
thin red line “where it had no 
right to be” and hurried into action 
with 5,000 men. But he had 
underestimated the strength of the’ 
British force and two disastrous 
volleys at close range routed the: 
French. Wolfe, who had been 
wounded early in the fight, died 
before the pursuit had developed, 
and Montcalm succumbed the fol- 
lowing day, robbed of victory, but! 
‘as his tomb-stone records, recom- 
pensed “par une mort glorieuse.” 
Only one attack has since been 
made on Quebec and that was when 
General Montgomery, at the head 
of an American storming party of 
over 600 Continentals, was repulsed 
by the fifty defenders of the Pris- 
de-ville barricade on the last night) 
of 1775. 

Tt was a happy idea to celebrate 
in a fitting manner the anniversary 
of a city having such glorious 
traditions, and to invite the Heir 
Apparent to the British Throne and 
the descendants of those whose 
names are so intimately associated 
with Quebec to participate. But. 
the celebrations are necessarily of 
an ephemeral character, and it has 
been felt that something should 
be done to provide a permanent 
memorial of the occasion, It 
needed but the suggestion of 
Earl Grey to rally the Empire 
to the movement to secure the 
Heights of Abraham as a National 
Park. This historic spot, where 
the destiny of Canada was settled 
nearly 150 years ago has now, by 
public subscription, been dedicated 
to the memory of Wolfe and 
Montcalm for ever, and the Prince 
of Wales had the pleasure of 
handing the title-deeds to Earl 
Grey as a national trast. In the 
circumstances it seems no anomaly 
that the language of Quebec 
should still be French, and that 
the Mayor's address and the Prince 
‘of Wales’ reply should be in that 
tongue. In the words of Lord 
Elgin, father of the ex-Colonial 
Secretary, “ You will never ang- 
licize the French inhabitants of the 
province ; let them feel, on the 
other hand, that their religion, 
their habits, theit prepossessions, 
their prejudices, if you will, are 
mote considered and respected fibro.

Last but not least, 
the Tercentenary celebrations stand 
as a landmark in the history of the 
world’s peace, and a symbol of the 
sinking of international jealousies, 
and the co-operation of erstwhile 
foes in a ceremony which does 
honour to heroes of nations. 





THE CHURCH AND 
THE STAGE, 


July 29. 
(Contributed.) 

AmonG subjects of theoretical 
importance none more frequently 
arouse discussion than the position 
and functions of the Stage. It 
demands attention in various 
guises, at times in that of an 
attack upon the Censor, at others 
in that of a tirade against Puritans, 
occasionally in the form of an 
eloquent appeal for the institution 
of a National Theatre. This per- 
sistency is largely due to the fasci- 
nation of a problem which neither 
ingenuity nor enthusiasm seems 
capable of solving, namely, the 
relation of morality to art. We 
do not propose to discuss so wide 
and perilous a question, but only 
to touch the fringe of it by 
analyzing the quarrel which exists 
between Church and Stage. An 
analysis is necessary in view of the 
present condition of modern Eng- 
lish Drama, for if it can be shown 
that that condition is the result of 
‘extraneous causes, the only remedy 
necessary is patient and careful 
readjustment. Let extraneous hin- 
drances be removed and the Drama 
will grow vigorous again. Accord- 
ing to men like Mr. Henry Arthur 
Jones and Mr. St. John Hankin, 
not the least important of these 
hindrances is the Church, which 
had the opportunity of workinj 
hand in hand with the Stage an 
deliberately and stupidly abandon- 
ed it. They point out that in the 
ancient world Drama was the 
handmaid of Religion and that, in 
the Middle Ages, theatricals were 
the vehicle for religious instruc- 
tion. They assert that Paritanism 
fostered alienation and that if 
Puritans would return to the 
(Pheatréy, Church and Stage might 
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again work together. ‘The two are 
said to have education for the 
common aim and should, therefore, 
find it all the easier to unite. But 
through the narrow-minded policy 
of the-Church the two are estrang- 
ed, the Stage has come discredited 
in the eyes of the better elements 
of the Nation and handed over to 
the patronage of those who care 
only for amusement. 

‘is statement of the case 
contains a certain amount of 
truth, and the historical aspect of 
it is worth examination. We 
may ‘eave the ancient ‘world 
out of account because its circum- 
stances were sufficiently dissimilar 
from ogr own to render either 
eomparisons or deductions of 
merely academic importance. 
With regard to the Middle Ages 
it is true that the Church endea 
voured to use the Stage and the 
effort continued well into the 16th 
Century. But the attempt was 
then publicly pronounced a failure 
and authoritatively abandoned. 
The reason of the failure is to be 
found partly in traditional policy. 
The early Christian Church con- 
demned the stage, and the early 
Christian State followed her 
example. Whilst the former 
refused her Sacraments to the man 
who exhibited himself for gain, 
the latter refused him her civil 
rights, and this traditional hostility 
descended to later times. Nor is 
it difficult to see why feelings of 








hostility were entertained, The 
Church, being the repository of a 
revealed religion, must necessarily 
be a didactic institation, expressin, 
itself in commands and_prohibi- 
tions. TheStage cannot limit itself 
in this way, since its business is 
not, primarily, to formulate, but 
to reflect. Its first duty is to act 
as a mirror of human life. Thus, 
logically and theoretically, the 
Trine of Church and State are 
separate and distinct, and the 
Church, realizing this, early 
laid down the rule __ that, 
“ What it is not right to do it is 
not lawful to witness.” This was 
an axiom which the Stage never 
could and never will be able to 
accept, since to abide by it would 
be seriously to limit its scope. 
To-day the axiom has been vet 
considerably modified, bat it still 
exercises 2 potent influence and, 
rightly or wrongly, has a narrow- 
ing effect. 

‘On the other hand the present 
day quarrel of the Church with the 
Stage rests upon more than 
traditional grounds. It can bring 
forward a charge which finds many 
supporters. It can say that the 
Btage is proving itself false to its 





to give due representation to two 
of the most important factors in 
real life, namely, religion and 
morality. This charge amounts to 
one of insincerity, and it is here, 
perhaps, that the real cause of the 
present condition of the Drama is to 
be found. The poverty of the Stage, 
its apparent incapacity to produce 
anything of real weight and signi- 
ficance, appears to be not so much 
the resulis of extraneous causes as 
of internal weakness and lack of 
purpose. It proclaims itself anxious 
to fulfil its artistic duty, and 
declares that it is hampered in 
the attempt. Yet it gives little 
evidence of any sincere desire to 
mirror those aspects of life in 
which religion and morality are 
uppermost. A similar charge can 
be brought against much of modern 
literature. An interestin, 
entitled “ On Ugliness in siction," 
appeared recently in the “Edinburgh 
Review.” The writer recapitulates, 
and analyzes, some of the principal 
novels which have appeared during 
the last fifteen years. They are 
all marked by a degree of ugliness 
which is not only astonishing but 
also grotesque, for it goes to show 
that in the effort to be realistic 
both Literature and Drama have 
lost their sense of perspective. I 
is to this rather dine to tradition 
that we mast attribute such hostility 
18 exists betwoon Church and Stage, 
and although the old rule, that 
what it is not lawful to do it is not 
lawful to witness, might well be 
further modified, because it tends 
to prejudice people against what 
‘are often honest attempts to deal 
fairly with’ unpleasant subjects, its 
existence cannot be held to account 
for the discredited condition into 
which the Stage has fallen. 





A CUSTOMS 
TRAINING 
COLLEGE. 


July 30. 

Tar Peking “ Government 
Gazette” of June 26 announced 
that a college had been established 
in the Capital for the training of 
Chinese who seck admission into 
the Imperial Maritime Customs 
Service. It was proposed to hold 
‘a competitive examination at which 
candidates ‘would present them- 
selves from all parts of the Em- 
pire and from these to select thirty- 
six students for the College. Similar 
fastioations are t be bold every 
year and an equal or larger 
number of successful candidates, 
according to the ultimate capacity 


be one of four years, during which 
time the students will obtain board 
and lodging free. Instruction will 
be given in English under the 
direction of two members of the 
Customs staff, Mr. Brewitt-Taylor 
and Mr. Chan Lun, who was 
secretary to H. E. Tang Shao-yi 
on his special mission to Calcutia. 
With these will be associated 
other members of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs who have been 
chosen for their scholarship or 
aptitude for the scholastic pro- 
fession. At the end of the four 
years’ training the graduates of the 
College will be drafted into the 
indoor staff of the Customs and 
Post Office. By such means it is 
hoped to obtain a permanent supply 
of fally qualified assistants, who 
will ultimately change the  pro- 


,|portion between foreigners and 


Chinese on the indoor staff of the 
Customs Service in favour of the 
latter. 

To-day the preliminary examina- 
tion of candidates for admission to 
the Peking Training College will be 
held at the five centres, Peking, 
Shanghai, Hankow, Foochow and 
Canton. An advertisement has 
been appearing for some time past 
in the native Press calling npon 
Chinese to compete, but it is 
derstood that the response in this 
centre at least has not been as 
great as was expected. Neverthe- 
Tess, as it is proposed to admit only 
thirty-six students into the Train- 
ing College this year, a muster 
roll of from eighty to one hundred 
candidates at each of the five 
centres will make the competition 
sufficiently keen. The candidates 
who will present themselves for 
examination this morning at the 
Customs Club are only asked to 
satisfy their examiners that they 
have sufficient knowledge of the 
English language to enable them 
to read easy passages at sight. 
‘Those who pass this test will return 
‘on August 11 for farther examina- 
tion in the ordinary subjects. The 
experiment is an interesting one 
and at first sight it would be 
expected to have proved most at- 
tractive to Chinese youths of the 
stipulated age between sixteen and 
twenty-two. I€ the number of can- 
didates at each centre is less than 
was anticipated, we may attribute 
the hesitation of young Chinese in 
profiting by the opportunity to the 
novelty of the scheme. Onthe other 
hand deterrents may be found in 
the dislike of young provincials for 
the prospect ‘of four years’ re- 
sidence in the Capital and in the 
length of time to be spent before 
they can hope to earn a salary. At

SOUTH AFRICAN 
UNION. 
: July 31, 


Tue subject of the union of 
South Africa has been discussed 
spasmodically in that country for 
half a century, but until ‘quite 
recently the question bas enlisted 
little ‘interest among practical 
politicians or business men. It'is 
true that from this generalization 
we must except Nouth Africd’s 
greatest business man and states- 
man, Cecil J. Rhodes, who was so 
staunch an advocate of federation 
and so firm a beliover in its ap- 

oaching consummation, that he 

yeathed Groot Schuur, his) 
house and estate at Cape Town, to 
the country as a residence for the 
Federal Premier of South Africa‘ 
Both during the life-time of Mr. 
Rhodes and still inore frequently 
since his death federation has been 
eagerly canvassed ; bat when the 
details came to be considered, 
obstacles in the form of conflicting 
interests have appeared well nigh 
insuperable. Tovday, however, 
question dominates all other sub- 
jects, and South Africans, taught 
in the stern school of adversity, 
have come to realize that the coun- 
must remain at a standstill, 
until these conflicting interests have 
‘been reconciled. Not only is the 
diminishing revenue of South 
Alrica too small to justify the 
isting expenditure on four 
different administrations for a total 
population of a little over a 
million, but the public services 
‘the various Colonies are 
suffering from  inabil of ad- 
justment in the general interest. 
‘Fach fresh attempt to bring the 
States into line on one point or 
another has ultimately failed, until 








it has been brought home both to|i 


the representatives of the States 
and to the public at large that 
union has become the sole 
for South Africa’s major ills. The 
protracted’ commercial depression, 
the theatrical collapse of ‘the dia: 
mond indoatry snd the competition 
of the four Government railways 
inevitably urged each"Colony to- 
fe same point—federation. 
‘A year has passed since Lord 
Selborne, ‘gathering up’ the general 
trend of thought, issued a resiark- 
able memorandim on''the’ subject 
of federatién, which did mbch to 
focus public opinion upcn)y the 
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real issues. Subsequent évents, to 
‘which reference has already been 
made, compelled’ the attention of 
the business circles which had 
hitherto held aloof ; and 4s soon as. 
their interest had’ been droused 
they realized the urgency for ation. 
An’ Intercolonial Conference on 
Railways and Customs held in 
Pretoria last May “found itself 
confronted with the satné ' dif- 
ficulties that’ had best all 
pravions efforts to solve’ the 
problems befote it, and decided to 
cut the Gordian. ktot. Content to 
‘temporize in regard to the pritnary 
objects of the Confereice, the de- 
legates passed a résolution in favour 
of the principle of closer union, and 
pledged themselves to recommiénd 
to their respective Governments the 
appointment of a National Conven- 
tion to frame a draft Constitution 
fot a united South’ Africa. The 
several Governments accepted the 
roposal, ‘and the details of ‘the 
Yonvention have since ‘been 
updh matually. It will be 
next October, probably ut* Durban 
and | will bé''attended by thirty 
members, twelve from Capé Colony, 
eight from the Transvaal and five 
each from Natal and the Orange 
River Colony. From the ténour of 
a telegram which appeared in our 
issue of yesterday, it is clear ‘that

itself ; and in order to lend “due 
dignity” to the occasion, His Mu- 
jesty’s Government proposés to 
mark the event by dispatching a 
squadron of four first-class cruisers 
under Rear-Admiral Sir Percy 
Scott to South African waters.

STATISTICS, 


‘The Commonwealth Statistician has 
been publishing recently the results of 
his latest work. covering the period of 
the Commonwealth’s existence from 
1900 to the end of 1907. Figures are 
bald facts and do not allow themselves 
to be influenced by sentiment. If i 
were otherwise some wealthy Victorian 
would surely have bribed the Statistician 
to bring out results little more 
favourable to his State. “ Barrack for 
your own State everytime” is the 
sentiment of most Australians. It 
would be interesting if not altogether 
edifying to hear private opinions from 
Victorians upon these istics. 
‘The figures will make New South 
Wales people rub their hands with satis- 
faction. They will doubtless lose no 
opportunity of reminding residents of 
other States, and especially Victorians, 
of their unquestionable superiority. 

To my mind the ficures are as 
remarkable as they are interesting. The 
popalation of New South Wales repre- 
‘sents some 37} percent of the entire po- 
pulation of Australia ; forty years axo 
it was only 30 per cent. During the 
seven years of Federation some 431,700 
peoplethave been added to the Common- 
wealth, and of this number New South 
Wales claims 208,600 or more than 
48 per cent. the same period 
the remaining States, taken collectively, 
increased lessthan 33 per cent. New 
South Wales owes its increase not only 
to its birthrate but also to the fact that 
it has received a much larger number 
of immigrants than the other States. 
Daring the seven years under review 
only about 18,700 immigrants have 
found their way to Australia from other 
lands. New South Wales and West 
Australia together have received, how- 
ever, in addition to those from abroad, 
something like 80,000 from the other’ 
four States. Snch facts as these 




















will surely make Victorians and 
Queenslanders pause before they 
in claim for their respec- 


tive States superiority over New South 
Wales. The Statistician as if fearfal 
lest the Sydneyites should experience » 
difficalty in finding hats large enough 
for their heads, attributes N. 8. Wales’ 
PI to its great natural wealth. 
This State, he declares, possesses half 
the sheep in the Commonwealth, Its 
mineral ontpat is the — largest. 
Its railway revenue is the largest. 
‘and its land revenue considerably 
exceeds all the other States put together. 
Productions of this State have increased 
in value from £38,809,000 in 1901 
to £69,000,000 in 1907. It is a 
noteworthy fact that whilst Queensland 
‘and West Australia have gained in 
population during these seven years, 
and Victoria has lost 54,709 of her 
people through emigration, N.S. Wales 
hes gained 48,500 daring the-same 
period. :

spite of the little circumstances which 
came to light in the subsequent case 
when he secured an acquittal on a 
charged of fraud, Mr, Sievier has 
remained an exceedingly popular per- 
son with a large section of turfites, as 
was strikingly exemplified on Monday, 
when howling crowd cheered him as 
he left Bow Street tor Brixton prison, 
the Magistrate having refused him bail. 
Every man’s innocence should, of 
course, be assumed until he is 
proved guilty; but it can hardly 
have been a touching faith in Mr. 
Sievier's innocence of the charge of 
blackmail which provoked those cheers, 
for it is difficult to conceive what 
defence he will be able to make against 
the most circumstantial story, sup- 
ported by documentary evidence ‘which 
was unfolded in the Police Court. 











Mr. Siovier is the editor and, I 
believe, the principal shareholder’ in 
“The Winning Post,” « journal which 
set itself to ont-Pink’un the “ Sporting 
Life,” and so far succeeded that recently 
its conductors were fined for exceeding 
the legal bounds of decency. For 
few weeks after that it showed some 
restraint ; but according to evidence 
given before a Parliamentary Commis- 
sion the other day it hes since relapsed 
into its old ways; and certainly it 
re-published two or three weeks ago 
caricaturo of Mr. Winston Churchill 
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the pages of this journal Mr. Joel has 
been subjected to frequent attacks almost 
from its first publication ; and it is out 
of these attacks that the present crim- 
inal charge has indirectly arisen. 

MR. JORL'S TRAP. 


The extraordinary luck which s0

Tt seems that some twenty-four years 
ago there was 8 warrant ont against 
Mr. Joel, though it fterwards 
withdrawo, aod Mr. Sievier is alleged to 
have threatened to publish the text of 
this warrant, together with an early 
portrait of Mr. Joel inserted “ betweeo 
two murderers” in “The Winning 
Post" ; but agreed to refrain, and also 
to abstain from all other attacks on con- 
sideration of receiving £5,000 from Mr. 
Joel, Needless to say, it is an offence 
which the law punishes very severely 
when a conviction is obtained.

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

The House of Commons has this 
week again beea principally occupied 
with the Old Age Pensions Bill of the 
Goveroment, with which progress has 
been made only by means of the guil- 
lotine. One concession the Govern 
ment had to make in order to avoid 
actual defeat. They bad to argue that 
[an old conple living together shall each 
receive the same pension ax if they 
wore living apart. Under the original 
scheme the pension was to have bee 
5)— {or a single person and 7/6 for a 
married couple together. This alteration 
alone will increase considerably the 
amount of money to be provided and 
numerous otber amendments pressed 
upon the Government have been rejected 
simply on the score of expense, though 
it had to be admitted that they would 
hhave redressed serions anomalies created 
by the Bill ae it stands. A crowning 
absurdity is that the receipt of pa 
relief since January 1 last is to bea 
disqualification, bat no inquiry is to go 
farther back on this score, 90 that s 
wastrel who has lived on his parish for 
years will be safe so long as he bas kept 
off it for the last few months, while the 
honest workman who has only just fallen 
into evil days will be disqualified. 
There is n0 definite principle in the 
ill ; and it is perfectly clear that the

will be called ‘The American Jour 
and is to be an afternoon paper catering 
for American residents and visitors, 
according to the expressed intentions: 
of the prowoter, Mr. Szionyey. His 
idea is to begin with a weekly and 
develop into « daily edition when the 
weekly is in good working order. The 
scheme is interesting as an indication 
of the growth of American influence on 
the Continent. Mr. Szinnyey reckons 
that there are abont a million Amert 
cans in the Geld in which he proposes 
to compete with the two existing Paris 
papers in the English language, the 
Continental edi of the * New York 
Herald" and the * Daily Mail." The 
attitude of these two papers towards their 
yet noborn rival is curiously different. 
While the English journal studious 
ignores the matter, the * Herald 
discusses it freely and prints interviews 
with the promoters of the new paper. 
Mr. Gordon Bennett has also very 
kindly volunteered some discouraging 
statistics. During the twenty years of 
its existence, he says, the Continental 
“ Herald” has cost him about thirty-six 
million francs and could not possibly 
live, but for the immense profits earned 
by the American edition ; from which 
he draws the conclusion that an Anglo- 
Saxon journal on the European con- 
tinent is not » money-spinner but » 
money-spender. He wonld not for the 
world try to frighten anyone, but he 
thinks it only fair to let Mr. Szinnyey 
know what he has to expect ; to which 
Mr. Szinnyey replies with expressions 
. of polite incredulity and » conviction 
that if the Continental edition of the 
“Herald” has not made money under 
Mr. Gordon Bennett's personal manage- 
nent, it certainly would under that of 
a lees eccentric owner. The weekly 
edition of the “ American Journal” is 
to come out in about two months 
‘Whether it is s commercial success or 
not is a matter of secondary importance, 
if, as is stated here, the venture is 
backed by the Standard Oil Co. and 
will be used to support the introduction 
of certain American securities on the 
Paris Bourse. 

Another Paris newspaper, a strictly 
French one, has met with an unples-| 
sant set-back this week, the Seine 
assire jury having cast it in over 
£3,000 damages and costs for libelling 
Senator Humbert. The case throws « 
curious light on some phases of French 
public life, Senator Humbert is « 
type of the soldier-politician. He came| 
“‘on top” at the time of the resection 
against militarism and the triumph of 
Dreyfus’s conse, He became one of 
































‘the principal secretaries to General 
André when that officer was War 
Minister, and he bad a great deal to 
do with establishing the system of 
“fiches,” or confidential reports from 
outside sources, which ruined the career 
of many officers and eventually led to 
the downfall of General André himself. 
Captain Humbert afterwards fell into 
journalism and joined the “ Matin” in 
‘8 capacity corresponding to that of 
assistant editor. Pursuing his career, 
he offered himself as candidate for! 
Parliament and was elected. He 
was thereupon requested by M. 
Bunau-Varilla, the presiding genius of 
the “Matin,” to announce, in i 
speech, that as assistant edit 
most powerful and independent journal 
in France, he could not give his vote to 
any party. He refused to be dictated 
to in this way and left the “ Mati 
For this act of independence M. Bunan- 
Varills, who is » man of extremely 
autocratic temperament, could not for- 
give him; and the “Matin” set to 
work to denounce its former collaborator. 
He was’ accused of taking “fiches 
away from the War Ministry and using 
his parlismentary influence on bebalf of 
M. Rochette, an adventurous financier 
whose operations are now under judicial 
investigation. He was further alleged 
to have accepted a large sum of money 
ascommission from a firm of antomobile- 
makers for vehicles sold by him to the 
War Office. This Intter charge was 
established by- documentary evidence, 
‘but the jury apparently considered thet 
there was no harm in the transaction.

‘The Intest plan for building a-ship 
canal between Paris and-tho.sea has 
been laid before Parliament. by - M. 
Senac. This is the third or fourth 
proposal of the kind that has been 
brought forward within the last thirty 
years, and although from én engineeting 
point vf view M. Senac’s scheme is an 
extremely ingenious one, it will probably 
meet with no greater success: than ite 
predecessors. ‘The principal reason for 
this is the conviction of successive 
governments that such an entérprise 
ould not possibly pay. Even if the 
canal were to receive a large portion’ of 
the goods traffic now carried over the 
‘Western and Northern railways between 
Paris and the sea, it would still be unable 
to pay interest on the tapital required.

The annual meeting of the Indo- 


‘China Steam Navigation Company: 
Limited, was held on June. 25 at the 
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offices, 29, Cornhill. Mr. W. Keswick, 


M. P., who presided, said :— 

It is a matter of regret to the board 
that they have again to present to the 
shareholders a report which cannot be 
regarded as satisfactory, although to 
those who are in any way connected 
with the Far East it will not come as 
surprise to learn how seriously the 
general business depression and the 
Keenness of competition in the carry- 
ing trade have reduced the earnings 
of steamers on nearly every line, 
and I am sorry to say this unfortunate 
condition continues to the present 
moment. The oversupply of tonnage 
coast has it is true, been some- 
what diminished, but there still remains 
‘8 superabundance, and in addition to 
ordinary competition there has to be 
taken into account the effect of steam- 
ers excessively subsidised, and which 
but for such fostered Government 
assistance would not be able to main- 
tain their opposition. On our fleet 
large sums have been expended an- 
ually in keeping the steamers in first 
class condition. All our vessels are 
up to date, and admirably adapted for 
our requirements, What is wanted is 
simply s return to normal conditions 
of trade for a repetition of good 
results. You will obser that the 
directors have on this occasion reduced 
the book values of the steamers by 
writing off £56,584 for depreciation, 
© emaller sum than in the provious 
year.

THE PROVINCIAL ASSEMBLIES. 

Amongst the regalations ( portion 
ef which has already appeared in this 
column) drawn up by the Tzechénynan, 
or Government Advisory Council, i 
Peking, for the proposed Provincial 
Assemblies are the following :—(1) In 
the event of a difference of opinion 
between a Viceroy or Governor and his 
Provincial Assembly the matter under 
discussion must be sent to the Gorern- 
ment Advisory Conncil for arbitration, 
and its decision rust be final. (2) If 
Provincial Assembly attempts to act 
ultra vires, or against the laws of the 
land, or again if there be disturbances 
‘or disloyal exhibitions therein, the 
Viceroy or Governor concerned will 
have the power of stopping the deliber- 
ations. (3) If « Provincial . Assembly 
passes a measure which is guilty of lése 
majesté, or dangerous to the public 
peace, or in any way acts unreasonably 
or disloyally in its deliberations, the 
Viceroy or Governor of the province in 
question shall memorialize the Throne 
for power to disperse the Assembly. 
(4) Ife member is guilty of reckless 
assertions, or continually absents himself 
from the Assembly. or interferes in 
matters which do not lie within his 
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province as a member of a Assembly 
his name may be struck off from the 
list ‘of members by order of the Viceroy 
or Governor with the consent of the 
Assembly concerned. (5) The Viceroys 
and Governors are to provide for the 
expenses and upkeep of their respective 
Assemblies. 

Tn conclusion we may state that the 
number of members for the Assembly 
of this province of Kiangsa is to be one 
hundred and twenty-one, of which the 
cities and towns of Soochow Prefecture 
provide sixty-six. Ningpo Prefecture 
will send fifty-five members to the, 
Provincial Assembly at Hangchow, the 
Capital of Chékiang. 

THE VALUE OF THE COPPER CENT. 


A Soochow dispatch states that 
following the example of the adjoini 
province of Chékiang, the authori 
have decided in view of the excess 
in coinage of the copper ten cash pieces 
to fix the value of cent at a discount 
of ten per cent, for the time being.

‘and fix upon the headquarters and 
strategical points to be garrisoned by 
the troops. A Military Academy for 
‘cadets, and schools for the instruction of 
the soldiers are also be established in 
Yunnan in connexion with the re- 
organized Army. It is also proposed 
to withdraw the troops now acting as| 
Railway Goards in Yunnan, 

“OHINA’S SORROW.”

enterprises in the Three Eastern Pro- 
vinees of Manchuria. In view of the 
high-handed action of the Tokio Govern- 
ment in the Fakumén, Chientao and 
other questions still pending between 
China and Japan in Mancharia, it is 
the intention of the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment to invite American capitalists to 
jest their money in mining and other 
industries in Féngtien, Kirin and 
Heilangkiaog, especially in Féngtion the’ 
richest of the three provinces.

TAKSANG, 


Fire broke ont in the engine room 
‘store room of the Indo-China 8.N. Co.'s 
steamer Taksang at 6.30 p.m. on 
Saturday last. It appears that as the 
steamer was due to leave here that 
night a Chinese fireman went below 
to light the fires and entered the 
storeroom. Mr. Birch, third en- 
gineer, followed a few minutes after- 
ward, and while he was on the ladder, 
descending, an explosion was heard 
below.

Clio, and parties were sent by both those 
vessels to render assistance. ‘The first 
to arrive, however, were four tenders of 
the Shanghai Tog and Lighter Company. 
The Fublee, leading, at once ran 
alongside the Tingsang, which was 
moored close to the burning vessel, and 
towed her ont of danger alongside the 
wharf. The Victoria, the Vulcan and 
the Sinfuyan went alongside the Tak- 
sang and tarned their hose on to the 
fire. It was very difficult, however, to 
resch the flames through the one 
small door and the fire raged fierce- 
ly. The engine rogm became red hot 
and the outer plates of the vessel, 
on the storeroom side, heated to such 
an extent that the Victoria had to 
move farther along to avoid taking fire 
herself. 


A large number of the Shanghai Vol- 
unteer Firemen and many members 
of the River Police rapidly assembled 
and there was no scarcity of labour, 
Meanwhile telephone messages had been 
sent for the Municipal and Customs 
fire floats and they arrived shortly 
afterward, the Customs float towed by 
© Customs launch and the Municipal 
float under her own steam. The 
Shanghai Waterworks Company's water 
boat arrived also and tied up along- 
With the arrival of the Customs 
a change was made in the sitaation 
which, until then, speared almost 
hopeless. Captain’ McClure of the 
‘Taksang was lowered into the engine 
room by ® rope and Mr. Martin, 
chief officer entered the stokehole, 
‘and opening the door leading to 
the engine room, lay on the hot 
plates and turned a stream on to 
the fires. Captain McClare’s hose was 
sending stream into the other side of 
the store-room; but the heat was intense 
‘and he bad to be drawn up three times. 
‘The Customs people did splendid service 
and their aid could not be over-rated.

The Clutha X did particularly good 
work: the services of the Municipal 
fire float were not required.

RCLES OF THE KOAD. 


The amount of misconception sur 
rounding the rule of the road—or 
rather the street—in regand to tramears 
is traly perplexing. Recently 
coroner's jury solemuly ceoxured x 
motor'-bus driver for passing a station- 
‘ary tranicar on the left-band side, To 
other quarters it hax been Inid down 
with great display of authoritative 
dictum that » tramear must never on 
any account be passed on its off 
What is the unhappy driver of « dirigi- 
le vehiele to do? According to the 
strict letter of the law, he must pass 
tramear—as any other vehicle—on its 
‘offside : bat to do s0 would be to bring 
him indirect contlict with the law 
fas laid down by at least one metro- 
yolitan magistrate, who averred that an 
imaginary Tine must be drawn along 
the centre of every road, and that all 
traffic wast keep to the left of such 
imaginary line ; thus, if one side of a 
road be thronged by vehicles and the 














tramcar being an undirigible vehicle 
must be regarded as merely a legalized 
obstruction and ignorable so far as the 
ordinary rule of the road is concerned 

if the road on the left of  tramcar be 
occupied by other yebicles—moving or 
stationary—then © motor-car or any 
other vehicle may pass the tramear on 
its off-side. and any vebicle coming in 
the opposite’ direction must keep close 
in to its left-hand side so as to allow 
room for the aforesaid vehicle 
to pass between ‘and the tram- 
car. The Metropolitan Police are 
celebrated for their excellent manage- 
ment of traffic and are thoroughly 
reasonable on such points as these, and

It 
influence on the regeneration of Chine 
is now a matter of history, and never 
has China needed our help more than 
at the present critical juncture when she 
stands at the parting of the ways, 
During these twenty years, the 
Society has lived in rented quarters, 
driven from place to place by high 
rentals and insufficient. accommodation 
for its expanding work, The Directors 
felt that this state of affairs should 
terminate. Both economy and efficieuey 
required that we have our own buildings. 
With this object in view they acquired 
about half an English acre of freehold 
land couvenient to the printing presses, 
on the tramline and in a quiet suburh 
to literary work. ‘The lot is 
large enough to provide for future 
extensions and to utilise the land by 
erecting & permanent howe for this 














[great ork. ‘Tho plans provide office 
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accommodation for storage of stock, for 
packing and dispatching rooms, and 
for erection of these offices. 

The late Sir Thouns Hanbury left » 
legacy, which, after the deduction of 
income tax, amounted to about Tis.

THE FLOODS 
IN SOUTH CHINA, 
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The following report of the 
Committee of Mi 8 sent to 
investigate flood conditions in the valley 
‘of the North River. 

Canton, July 19. 


Six districts on the North River 
were serionsly affected by the recent 
tlood, namely, Sarnshni, Szewoni, Tsing 
nen, Yingtak, Kukkong, and Yanfa, 
Nambungchon, Lokcheang. Yoyuen 
and Lienchou were also flooded and 
considerable damage was done. 

We were alforded every possible 
facility for learning the condition 
of the flooded area daring the ten 
we travelled through i 
of every grade, both ei 
and military, helped ns in every way 
they could. First, the Viceroy placed 
at onr disposal a gunboat, whieh towed 
oar houseboat to Txingaen city, and 
there His Excellency, Captain. 
Wang, detailed » shallow-drait 
Innnch to tow it to Yingtak. In each 
city the head officials readily co- 
operated with us in gathering informa 

We left blank forms ax we 
proceeded np the river and collected 
them as we returned, The figares, as

Uen, Mr. H. Lueh Yi 
panied us, partly 
yartly to make investigations in the 
Hooded districts and report to the 
Viceroy. We were very much aided 
in each district by the native Chris- 
tians, A student from the Baptist 
Theological Seminary in Canton bad 
spent several days walking through one 
section of Tsinguen district for the 
purpose of learning the condition of the| 
people and gave us much detail 
information. The Wesleyao Mission- 
aries at Shuikwan, Messrs. Hutchingson 
‘and Ellison gave us much help and 
some details of the flood in imame- 
diate vicinity of the prefectural city. 














Onr Grst stopping place was Sainam, 
which is three miles east of Samshui 
district city. We went up on a hill at the 
back of the city and thence had a view 
of the country for ten miles or more in 
every direction. Three hours were 
spent at Samshui, which we occupied 
with « visit to the Commissioner of 
Customs and the ese official who is 
head of the likin station Onur route 
thence was up the North River. At 
Shekkok, a market town about twelve. 
miles south of the district city, we found 
the Magistrate and His Excellency 
Yang, who were there on a tour of! 
investigation. They accompanied us to 
the district city and there we had an 
hour's conference with them, talked 
with a namber of native Christians and 
then proceeded up the river. Oar 
boat anchored for the night at Paakmin, 
a small town just below the famot 
Feiloi Pass, Onr progress next day 
was slow as the current was swift and 
the laanch small. We spent half an 
hour with one of the foreigo engineers 
in charge of the construction work on 
the Canton-Hankow Railway at Tai- 
min, The mouth of the Lienchou river 
‘was reached after dark. About noon of 
the next day, the fonrth after leaving 
Canton, we reached Yingtak.

trate and the head military officer, also 
with a number of native Christians, 
‘The next day we started for the prefec 
tural city. We made this Inst stage of 
the jontney overland so that we might 
observe more of the conditions of the 
country and also save time, We 
reached Shinknan ina day and a half, 
spent some six hours there and then 
came back to Yingtak in small honse- 
boat. From there onr honse-boat was 
towed back over the same ronte ax the 
upward journey. 

The most serions resnlt of the flood 
is the destrnetion of growing crops. 

From the prefectnral city of Shuichoa 
down the full length of the river, on 
both sides. extending back to the 
foothills, which in some places are two 
or three miles away, the crops of all 

inds are totally destroyed. s) 

wre the river was swift, the 
1p together with the soil was 
In other places where 
the water was comparatively still the 
crops were flooded so long that they 
ied; in others again so much silt war 
deposited that they were buried. Only 
a few plants survived in the- places 
covered by the water. 

Probably the next most serious result 
of the flood is the destruction of dykes. 
This concerns only Samshui, Szewoi, 
and Tsinguen. The last-named suffered 
most. Beside thirty-seven breaks in the 
main river dykes, aggregating a length 
of over ten thousand feet, there were

The labour and expense 
of restoring those dykes will be 
enormous and far beyond the resources 
of the people. But not even the next 
harvest will be assured ualess the dykes

in the river of -only a few feet from its 
present level would be fatal to a new 
‘crop in the exposed area. 

Anothor very serious result of the 
flood ix that great areas of land have 
been covered by vast deposits of sand. 
It will be years in some cases before 
‘such land can again be used. Some is 
permanently desolated. A few plots 
of land may be benefitted by the deposit 
of silt. 

The destruction of houses has been 
enormous. Some villages were 
tirely swept away, not a vestige 
of anything remaining. In every 
town and hamlet along the whole 
length of the river there was 
more or less destruction. ‘There has 
alro been great destruction of household 
effects, stores of grain and other food 
stuffs. Many handreds of animaln 
tied for food were swept away and 
there was also considerable lons of water 
baffaloes, which are essential in the 
caltivation of the rice fields. 

The loss of life was comparatively i 
considerable. In six districts the entire 
loss scarcely reached fifty. The water 
rose 60 gradually that the people had time 
to escape to the hills, At present 
there are no signs of an epidemic, But it 
js almoxt too much to hope that there 
will be none, and there in a great 
probability that many who escaped from 

floods will be swept away by famine 
or by pestilence. Speedy and safficient 
ontside help is the only hope of saving 
many tens of thousands who live in the 
flooded districts, 

At Sainam, where we ascended a hill 
it the back of the as far as we could 
see the fields to the North and Ent were 
still covered with water, because the 
dykes at this lower place, together with 
the high water in the river, would nat 
let the water out which had come 
throngh the broken dykes at a higher 
elevation further up the river. 

There wax one hopefnl sign here : 
the people were busy repairing the 
broken dykes above the ci 

At Lopan the situation is mnch 
worse. There were four breaks ‘in the 
dykes with w total length of at least 
four’ hundred yards, Two or three 
hundred yards of a village built on the 
dyke above was washed away with the 
dykes. The other break washed away 
thirty old houses, ‘The people barely 
hind time to escape, the water came #7 
suddenly. Three hundred of these 
homeless people were living in rude 
shelters on the hillsides, Between 
two and three thousand people were 
daily heing fed on ® grael of rice 
‘and weet potatoes. There wax not 
the ‘slightest evidence that the people 
were beginning to repairthe damage done 
to the dykex and honsex o1 to remore 
the sand covering the rice fields. 

Leaving Tsinguen we could see 
small villages along the shore partially 
or almost wholly destroyed. Many 
people stood slong the shore 
holding empty baskets and sacks 
waiting for some one to come and to 
distribute rice. We got off the boat 
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above Taimia and went throngh one 
of these villages. Most of the houses 
were destroyed. Going through the

the starving with the work of restoring 
the dykes. The provincial government 
should of course help in this work. But 
we are persuaded that much speedier 
‘and more effective relief will be given if 
direct contributions be made to assist in 
reconstructing there dykes. 

The nature and accessibility of the 
country together with the extent and 
character of the damage will determine 
the method of relic These considera- 
tions naturally divide the country into 
three sections : 


welling rice, and it bad very little. 
There was very little meat, vegetables 
or fruit in sight and that was inferior 
io quality. All we saw was barely 
worth $2.00 Mexican. The people gat 
us a petition asking for help which 
they had ready for the first person 
ho came along. 

The journey from Yingtak to Shiu- 
kuan was made overland to see the 
country back from the river as well as 
to save time. 

With the one exception of around 
Mapa market the crops were destroyed. 
From Mafukong to Shahan was 















especially bad. The ground above the 
high water was not yood for farming. 
All the arable !and was flooded. At 
one place in a bamboo grove the people 
were gathering débris for fuel. They 
said that there were about a thousand 
people at that place without food. In 
another little valley where the crops 
destroyed one person said that 
they were eating tree leaves. 

One of the worst sights from Ying- 
tak to Shinchau (Kuan) was met 
with on approaching Shahan; while 
still several miles or more from the 
city we met people in such numbers as 
to form practically a procession at times ; 
most of them had empty bags and sacks. 
They were country people withont food, 
who had heard that free rice was to be 
distributed at Shahau. They came 
only to be disappointed. Rice was for 
sale, not to give away. Some coild 
buy, the rest cane away empty. They 
looked hnogry. 

What relief is needed? First 
and immediately, food. There are 
approximately 250,000 people io the 
valley of the North River without food. 
This is a conservative estimate. There 
are over 130,000 in Tsinguen district 
alone. The next harvest of rice cannot 
be gathered until about the middle of 
October. Many will not be able to plant 
for the next crop, either, because they 
have no seed or becanse the field can- 
not be got into condition for planting. 
Some of the smaller crops of potatoes, 
beans, etc., can be gathered within two 












ion 
protected by dykes, hence rice and food 
distributions are practicable. The river 
is large and navigable by steam launches. 
Practically every large centre is 
accessible. The most natural form of 
relief is to give the destitute work re- 
pairing the dykes, paying them in rice 
‘and money, supplemented by free dis- 
tribution in needy places. Rice can be 
easily brought in here, making rice dis- 
tribution more practicable than money. 

2. The country north of Feiloitze 
within reach of Yingtak. There are no 
dykes within this region. Besides the 
‘crops, the chief destruction was in 
buildings and farm animals (water 
buffaloes), It is not so accessible ax 
district No. 1, bat still can be reached 
by small Inunches drawing not over two 
or three feet of water, provided the 
mater gets no lower than at present. 
Here people could be put to on 
public improvements such as roads and 
bridges, to be paid for in rice 
‘and money : there shoald also be free 
distribntion of rice. 

3. The country around and to the 
north of Shinchau. The condition of 
this place does not seera so serious as 
in districts No. 1 and No. 2, yet there 
jis need here too, The 
Canton and Fiongkong beiog great, and 
the river not navigable by steam propel- 
led boats, make the carrying in of rice 
very difficult. Officials and missionaries 
there think enough rice can be secured

istimated repairs Tls, 50,000, 
North of Yingtak district we 
no accurate figures, but missionaries 
and officials do not seem té think the 
ituation very serious there, but there 
is need of some help. 

The above sccount does not aim 
to give an idea of the total destruc- 
tion wrought by the flood, 
millions of dollars would scarcely 
cover the loss of property. In giving 
the number of destitute we have aimed 
to include only those totally without 
resources. When it is remembered 
that all their neighbours suffered 
severely, it appears how vain it is to 
hope for much local relief. The 
situation will grow worse until the next 
harvest and the number of destitute 
will increase rather than decrease. If 
pestilence should break out the plight 
of the people will be fearful indeed. 

Spasmodic, ill-conducted relief mea- 
sures will do very little to improve the 
situation. The work should be 
trusted to a carefully selected relief 
committee. The more speedily » be- 

inning is made the easier it will be to 
leal with the situation,

‘The Tsinguen Magistrate 
estimates that 700,000 catties are 
needed in this district at once and the 
Yingtak Magistrate says that the 
people require 200,000 catties. Using 
these figures as a basis a conservative 
estimate yields 1.300,000 catties ss 
the amount of seed urgently needed in 
the valley of the North River. The 
cost of this will be approximately 
$95,000. 

The cost of replacing the dykes in 
Tsinguen district’ alone is estimated 
at over Tis. 30,000; Szewoi and Samshui 
need at least 10,000 for the whole. 
Usually the cost of repairs on the dykes 
is apportioned among the villages in any 
given area, batit is absolutely impossible 
for the people concerned to reconstruct 
the dykes. As noted below it will most 
likely be possible to combine relief of! 


from places near the destitute region and 
the best plan would be to send money 
to be distributed to the needy by the 
missionaries. This leaves two smaller 
sections still to be considered. 

8. Up Lienchou River. Owing to 
distance and shallow rivers money 
would be the best thing to send here.

‘According to a theory which the 
entire nation loyally accepts, the whole 
‘of the Iand in the empire belongs to 
the Emperor. All the mountains that 
raise their blue summits to the sky; 
the fruitfal valleys, the wild uncaltivat- 
fad wastes and the rich plains, are all 
his, Whenever the State requires any 
property for public use, it simply there- 
fore demands it from ite present oceap- 
ant, paying about half its actual value, 
merely as a solatinm to his feelings, and 
not ax an acknowledgment of his real 
ownership in the property. King Abab, 














,|if he had been a Chinese Emperor, 


would have gained possession of the 
coveted vineyard of Naboth withont 
having to resort to the painful experi- 
‘ence that ultimately secured it to him. 
He would simply have sent his officers 
to confiscate it, and Naboth would have 
‘at once yielded to the demand and re- 
tired as gracefully as his feelings would 
have allowed him, leaving his inherit- 
ance in the possession of the King. 

‘When it was decided some years ago 
to erect telegraphs thronghont the Em- 
pire, the question a: to how much 
wontld be required to meet the expenses 
of trespassing on people's property 
never entered into the calenlations of 
the Government.

‘The particulars on the writ 
read as follows 
1—The plaintiffs have suffered 
damage by breach of contract by bill of 
lading dated March 25, 1908, of goods 
shipped on board the defendants’ ship 
Braemar for carriage from Glasgow 
to Shangbai signed by the defendants’ 
agent, the master of the said ship. 
2.—The bill of lading was endorsed 
to the plaintifi, to whom the property in 
the goods passed by such endorsement.

Boyes-Davy, Marine Surveyor 
is pat in by the plaintiffs and Mr. 
Boyos-Davy testifies to the correctness! 
of this survey; beyond this there is no 
evidence in the case. ‘The contents of the. 
survey may be taken then as the facts 
in the case, the lant reads a6 
follows :—“I attribute theabove damage 
vas cansed by the intense heat from iron 
main deck in the tropics, the deck being 
unprotected from the #un, and it is my 
opinion, this cargo would have been 
landed in good condition if care had been 
exercised in choosing stowage, ic, sto 
ed in lower holds or "tween decks shel- 
tored by an upper deck.” ‘The defences 
of no damage and no negligence 
are dropped by the defendants, and

‘manent way, somebody @ necessary part, 
of the ordinary crew of a sea-going 
vessel, somebody who may be said to 
belong to the vessel by the incidence 
of his employment: at the same 
time counsel relies on the words 
“or this or any other vessel" 
as strengthening his first argument 
relative to the meaning of 
“or other persons in the service” 
by reason of the preceding words, 
Thirdly, counsel for the plaintiff con- 
tends that the words “and all and every 
the dangers and accidents of the seas, 
lands, and rivers, and of navigation of 
whatever kind being excepted :” coming 
after the words ‘error in judgement, 
negligence or default of pilot, master, 
mariners, engineers, or other’ persons 
in the service of the owners on this or 

other vessel clearly limits the 
pestigence of their servants from which 
the shipowners are exempt, to neglig- 
‘ence in connexion with the dangers and 
of seas, lands and rivers and 
ration of whatever oatnre or 
therefore the shipowners: 
wucceeded in exempting them- 
selves from the loss incurred by damage 
caused by the negligence of those em- 
ployed in loading, the vessel. 

‘Dealing with these points in order, 
supposing for the moment that “ other 
persons in the service of the owners 
to meaning other persons havi 
di and a service akin to those of 
the four preceding specific classes of 
people, viz., pilot, master, mariners snd 
engineers, then we miust examine the 
duties and functions performed by each 
class separately, and see if in eny case 
they coincide in any way with the fune- 
tions performed by a steredore. The 
duties and functions performed by a pilot 
certainly in no way resemble those per- 
formed by a stevedore. But what are 
the duties of a master? Surely they 
are‘ not, as the learned counsel for 
the plaintiff suggests by his argument, 
confined to navigation of a veseel ; 
part of the duties of a master are to 
load his vessel, see “ The Douro L. 
A. & E. Vol. II p. 393. He may do 
so himself by the help of his crew or 
he may employ stevedores to load his 
‘vessel ; if he chooses the latter the 
stevedore is then performing one of the 
finctions required of a master ; he 
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mnst be taken as being in the service 
of the shipowners, and as performing 
services, not only akin to certain ser- 
vices required from the master, but as: 
performing portion of the very services 
required of a master. Consequently a 
stevedore would in my opinion fall 
within the meaning of “ other persons 
in the service of the shipowners,” even 
if the letter phrase was limited in 
meaning as contended by the plaintiffs. 
But that the phrase cannot be 
construed in such a limited way appears 
to me satisfactorily established by 
anthority, I qnote first from the 
judgement of Mr. Justice A. L. Smith 
in Norman y. Binnington, 25 Q. B. D.. 
page 478. Referring to the case of 
Hayn v. Cuthford, C, P. D. 182, the 
learned Judge says, “In that case the 
bill of lading exempted the shipowner 
from any act of noglect, or defantt 
whatever, of the pilot, ‘master, or 
woariners in navigating the ship," and 
it was held in the Court of ‘Appa! 
that this clanse did not exempt the 
shipowner from the default of their 
other agents and servants, and, conse- 
quently not from the acts and defaults 
of the steredore ; see the Judgement of 
Bramwell L. J. at p. 185. This is all 
that case decided in the Conrt of 
Appeal. I desire to point ont the 
difference between the bill of lading in 
the present case and in Hayn v, 
Cpthord. In the present case, the 
words “engineers or other persons in 
the service of the ship” after the words 
“ pilot master or mariners” were added 
‘as it seems to me expressly to meet the 
point taken hy the shipper in that case. 
The opinion above expressed hy

‘and subsequently converted $247 to his 
own use ; that on June 26 he received 
$1,400 from Mrs. Rosa Gutter and 
subsequentlr converted same to his own 
use; that op March 12, 1908, he re- 
ceived the sum of $4,000 from Mrs. 
Clara Katz and unlawfnlly converted 
$3,700 to his own use, 

Mr. McKean said that these were all 
the charges he proposed to make against 

ie prisoner at the moment. From 
time to time people were coming for- 
ward, prepared to make charges against 
the prisoner and it might be necessary 
farther to charge prisoner. In open- 
ing the case on behalf of the Crow: 
counsel stated that the offences were 
brought under the Statute I, Edward 
VII, chapter 10. As would be seen

respect of money prisoner received for 
the purpose of investing, some on behalf 
of widows. In more than balf the cases 
the money was received from widows. 
Prisoner received these amounts, by 
stating that he was in the employ of 
the China Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany and had access to certain books of 
that company, that he knew when 
certain polices in that company were 
‘about to mature, and that he was enabled 
to go to the parties who happened to 
be in want of funds and purchase the 
policies st a much cheaper rate than 
their market value. In all the cases 
except one, the modue operandi of the 
prisoner was to approach these people 
in a friendly way, to obtain their con- 
fidence and so to work up their feel. 
ings 

His Worship—Are you going to 
prove all this ? 

Mr. McKean—I am going to prove 
that he was not in the position he was 
said to be in, 

Mr. McKean continued, that prisoner 
80 worked up the feelings of these people 
‘and so obtained their complete confi- 
dence that even when the due date on 
which he was to refund these amounts 
with any profits, came round he could 
obtain almost indefinite renewals of these 
promissory notes. In all cases the sc- 
knowledgement which he gave was in 
the form of promissory notes. One of 
the ead features of the case was that 
prisoner was married about June 22 and 
he was begioning then to get into very 
deep water as the promissory notes and 
the renewals were all fast mataring. On 
July | the prisoner obtained the sum of 
$2,500 in cash. Counsel had been able 
to trace his movements from that day 
pretty clearly and he would be able to 
show that prisoner on that dsy obtained 
from a native bank in Shanghai the 
‘sum of £160 in gold and that within a 
few hours of obtaining that money he 
disappeared from Shanghai. Prisoner 
was traced to Hankow and was subse 
quently arrested there. On the question 
of referring prisoner for trial by the 
higher Court, counsel wished to impress 
upon the Court that the whole circum. 











stances of the case mnst be taken inte 
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consideration. If the prisoner so acted 
as to lead an ordinary reasonable man 
to believe that a certain act had been 
committed, the Court was entitled to 
take evidence as to that fact into 
consideration and to require a 
certain amount of rebutting evidence 
to be given by the defence. 
confidence in the pris 
case had been s0 complete that 
difficult for counsel to trace any 
number of actual conversions. The 
house had been searched and the only 
people in the house would be called.

Wit- 
ness met Heraux occasionally at the 
Cosmopolitan Hotel, where he took his 
meals. They got on friendly terms, 
Prisoner gave witness his card, which 
read :—“ A, Heraux, China Matual 
Life Insurance Company.” Witness 
told Heranx that he was formerly 
insured, but had lost thi policy and 
Heranx undertook to insure him in the 
China Mutual Company. Witness 
knew several other persons who were 
friendly with the prisoner. They had 
conversations about Heranx. Witness, 
after having taken ont his policy, asked 
the Prisoner how it was that he could 
give such large percentage for mo 
invested. Witness disco the matter 
with prisoner and he gave him a sum 
of money with which to buy up insurance 
Policies which were to matare shortly. 
Prisoner told witness that he kept a 
register of polieies which were maturing 
his company during the year. He 
also said that sometimes men in need of 
money would ask fora loan on their 
insurance policies and that he (Heraux) 
gave them a better price than they could 
Possibly obtain from the company, and 
it in this way he bought up the poli- 
cies. Heraux said he could only go in for 
policies which would mattire ina short 
He explained to witness the way 
in which the profit was made, Pri- 
soner told him that the insurance com- 
pany would not advance the full amount 
of the paid-up premiam, that if he got

From the evidence it appeared that 
Detective-Sergeant Gibson received in- 
formation as to the crael ill-treatment 
of the sixteen-year-old girl and visited 
the house in question. There he found 
the girl, who was ina very emaciated 
eondition and quite unable to walk or 
stand, ax a result of the tortures which 
had been inflicted upon her. In- 
quiries elicited the information that 
during the past six months the girl had 
been punished by her mistress in several 
ways. She liad been chained up in the 

corner of a room for hours together, 
had been kept without food for days 
and beaten with a stout bamboo at 
intervals, and was a mass of sores from 
shoulders to feet. The wounds on her 
body had mortified and her condition 
was rach that she had lost the use of 
her feet and had to be carried i 
Court on the shoulders of a coolie. 

The accused, answered the questions 
pat to her by the Magistrate i in a most 
callous manner, that she had 
ever struck the “side or inflicted any 
tortare. 

Detective-Sergeant Gibson pointed 
out that a child aged six years was 
found in the house and stated that the 
accused had a male accomplice and 
partner who was equally guilty, but had 
made his escape and was lying in hiding 
in the native city. 

The accused was sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment, the two children 
were handed over to the custody of the 
Door of Hope, and a warrant was issued 
for the arrest of the accused’s partner.

chimney on this side of the roof and 
it is surmised that spark from it got 
between the corrugated iron and the 
plaster and began to smoulder. The 
chimney is almost level with the roofing 
‘and such an occurrence would be more 
than probable, ‘The smoke was noticed 
by one of the hotel servants who was 
‘on the top floor and the alarm was 
given at once. The staff. with some 
outside assistance, promptly got the 
electric pump st work and the hose 
both on the fifth and sixth floors were 
ran out. Meantime the Brigade was 
notified. The hose on the sixth floor, 
which has been fitted up since 
former outbreak, proved very effective 
‘and in a few minutes all danger was 
over. The firemen made qaite sure 
that a recurrence of the fire was im- 
possible and then returned to quarters. 
‘There is a fair-sized hole in the roof, 
but the amount of damage is small.

THE LATE MR. H. E. 
MCCANN. 

We regret very much to record the 
death at the age of 38 of Mr. H. E. 
McCann, Mr. McCann joined the 
Customs service in 1893 and served at. 

He was succes- 
sively postmaster at Tientsin, (hefoo, 
and Shanghai, coming here at the end 
of 1900. Just before the Boxer out- 
break Mr. McCann was appointed’ to 
Protingfa, bat could not proceed 
thither owing to the destruction of the 
railway. He left the Customs Service 
im 1902 and then became a land- 
broker. Later he undertook the work 
of the late Mr. Scott as Reuter's agent 
and became Secretary of the Shanghai 
Stock Exchange. Only « short time 
‘ago he rejoined the Customs service 
and was appointed to the Imperial 
Post Office at Hankow. There have 
‘been several deaths from cholera in the 
Hankow Post Office, and it is feared 
that Mr. McCaon contracted, and 
succumbed to, that disease. Mr. Mc- 
Cann. had numerous friends in the 
Settlement to whom his unexpected 
death has come ss a real shock. He’ 
leaves 2 widow and three young 
children with whom the greatest sym- 
pathy will be felt in their bereavement.

ST. PETERSBURG’S SUMMER RESORTS. 

Just before the wonderful Russian 
Spring blossoms suddenly into the 
short, warm Russian Summer, all St. 
Petersburg begins to talk of going to 
the “village.” OF course everybody 
does not go, otherwise there would be 
nobody left here, bat certainly every- 
body talks of going, and this talk shows 
what a passion this people has for 
country life. It also discloses the fact 
that practically everybody in this great 
city has got in some “' government” or 
other an old ancestral wooden shanty, 
a bit of incorrigible forest, and » few 
acres of land, whither he can repair in 
summer time as the guest of relatives or 
as part proprietor, and lounge aboat fr 
a couple of weeks in a brilliantly- 
coloured blouse (called in Rossian » 
 Rubashka”), fastened at the waist by 
a brilliantly-coloured cord with tassels 
at the ends of it. 

As for those unfortunates whom busi- 
ness compels to visit the capital daily, 
they try to get as near nature as they 
can by taking entirely or, more often, 
in part, a suburban “datchs."” “Dat 
chas” are, I need hardly say, country 
houses, and the near neighbourhood of 
the Capital is covered with clusters of 
them, the principal clusters bein 
situated along the Gulf of Finland 
‘and, inland, at the imperial residence of 
































‘all night in their fine yacht-club on 
Cross Island, off which -their- gallant 
vessels lie serenely fixed for the ‘season 
in mad covered by about two inches of 
water.

the “datcha” in which I lived had 
evidently been parcelled out among 
bout a dozen people; and as it was, 
like all ‘datchas,” built of wood—it 
must have been pine-wood—the faintest 
whisper in the neighouring rooms was 
as andible as if conveyed to me through 
telephone. Owing to the prevalence 
of the jerry-building habit in this 
country, all the houses are subject more

One of the most fruitfal causes of 
dispute in China is the land. Poverty 
is widespread, and men are frequently 

to borrow money on their 
holdings in order to pay off debts that 
must be met. Considering that more 
than balf the population of China is in 
hopeless debt, it can easily be imagined 
how the one thing that is permanent in 
its nature should be held as the safest 
security for the repayment of money 
lent. ‘The imperishable character of the 
land, however, does not prevent constant 
disputes and attempts to defraud, when 
I frcm:the very nature of Chinese justice, 
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grievous wrongs are endured by those 
who bave neither power nor money 
‘enough to protect their rights. 

‘A man, for example, mortgazes his! 
fields to’ some well-to-do neighbour, 
‘which by the deed he can reclaim after 
‘certain number of years. At the end 
of the stipulated time he is as poor as 
when he borrowed, and he might as 
“well dream of redeeming the moon as 
‘the ancestral lands that are now in the 
possession of another. Years pass by 
and still the blight of poverty rests 
upon the home, and perhaps fifty or: 
sixty years elapse, when the son or 
grandson presents himself with the 
amount that had been borrowed and 
demands the restoration of the fields. 
In the meanwhile the new owners hi 
become accustomed to the possession 
the lands and they have determined 
that they shall never be gi 

‘A very common plan 
cipled men of this class is to put such 
difficulties in tne way that an appeal 
would have to be made to the mandarin, 
with the ible delays and bribings 
and legal expenses that would exhaust 
the purse of the poorer maa ‘and leave 
the property in the hands of the wrong’ 
doer. Another not uncommon method 
in to manufacture deeds that would go 
to prove that the land in dispute had 
always been the property of the family 
that now holds them. ‘The way this is 
done is very ingenious, A deed is

The chase continued as far as Li 
Hongkew and then, fearing that the 
thief would escape altogether, after 
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calling upon him to stop, Weber fired 
‘a shot at the man’s legs. The. bullet 
took effect and the wounded man 
was found afterwards by an Indian 
policeman. After being in hospital 
for two months, the man was now 
brought up for trial. 

Tn reply to the Assessor, Mr. Weber 
eaid that during his chase after the thief, 
which lasted aboat half-an-hoor, he 
passed no foreigners, bat saw several 
Fiesha coolies. who did not attempt to 
capture the thief. Finally he passed 
‘an Indian constable, who, however, 
soon outdistanced by the thief 
witness. 

‘The ‘Assessor stated that the pri- 
woner would be convicted on the 
charge of barglary, bat in consideration 
of the suffering he had already been 
subjected to, he woald be sentenced to 
one day's imprisonment to date from 
the time of his arrest. ‘The Assessor 
pointed ont that by his action the 
iainant had rendered himself 
liable to prosecution and also to an 
action by the accused for injuries 
received. The complainant had no 
right whaterer deliberately to shoot 
the accused half-an-hoar after he had 
feft the house. Even if he bad shot 
him on the spot, as he was committing 
the burglary, to justify his action he 
would have had to show that he did so 
when in actual fear of his lifé being 
taken.
